“ The condition of affairs in the re­ 
public,” he said, “is very acute and 
most critical, but there is a willingness 
on the part of the Transvaal authorities 
to arbitrate the issue and that may yet 
be affected. 
But, if the worst comes to 
worst, it must be borne in mind that 
the Boers are good lighters. They are a 
very religious people, and religions peo­ 
ple, it has lieeu demonstrated, make the 
blist fighting material. 
While inclined 
to arbitrate the controversy, the Boers 
are making preparations steadily and 
rapidly for every emergency, and thev 
will be found in readiness, if need be. 
General O’Beirne acknowledged that 
established usage is opposed to an 
American citizen being the official rep­ 
resentative of a foreign power, but B&id 
this is a progressive age aud a progress­ 
ive government aud that usage may uot 
wholly govern in such cases.

Peoria, Ills., Oct. 7.—Colonel Will­ 
iam Jennings Bryan sat directly behind 
President McKinley at Cautou, Ills., 
while the president delivered a brief ad­ 
dress to tile citizens of that town. 
A 
street fail is in progress at Canton and 
Colonel Bryan had been secured to de­ 
liver a two-hours’ speech. 
The Nebras­ 
kan was among the first to greet Presi­ 
dent McKinley as he left the train and 
ascended the platform. When the presi­ 
dent concluded his address he turned 
and heartily grasped Colonel Bryan’s 
outstretched hand. 
“Goodby, Mr. President,” said Colo­ 
nel Bryan, and the president responded 
with a word of farewell.

At New York, where the interruption 
was greatest, payments through clear­ 
ing houses exceeded $1,06 9,0 0 0,00 0 in 
four business days, a record never be­ 
fore approached, and outside New York 
the gain reflects a great expansion in 
the volume of that kind of business 
which does not depend ou exchanges. 
With such business as tile great steel 
companies are doing it is not strange 
thai their stocks are firmly held. There 
have been Heavy sales of rails, deliver­

The Transvaal govern­ 
ment, he said, probably already has 
cabled nim full instruction, but they 
hail not yet reached him. 
General 
O’Heinie expressed the opinion that 
war would be averted. 
“ The condition of affairs in the re 
public,” he said, “is very acute and 
most critical, but there is a willingness 
ou the |iart of the Transvaal authorities 
to arbitrate the issue aud that may yet 
be affected. 
But, if the worst comes to 
worst, it must be borne in mind that 
the Boers are good fighters. They area 
very religious people, aud religious peo­ 
ple, it has I Hie ii demonstrated, make the 
best lighting material. 
While inclined 
to arbitrate tile controversy, the Boers 
are making pre;Mirations steadily aud 
rapidly for every emergency, and thev 
wilt be found in readiness, if need be. ’ 
General O’Heinie acknowledged that 
established usage is opposed to an 
American citizen being the official rep­ 
resentative of a foreign power, but said 
tins is a progressive age and a progress­ 
ive government and that usage may uot 
wholly goveru in such cases.
